AN  IRISH  PORT,  Feb.  7.— The  Tuscania  carried  a 
total  of  2,397.     The  saved  number  2,296,  as  follows: 

Troops,  2,106;  crew,  190.  Total  lost,  101.  Among  the 
Arnerican  survivors  are  seventy-six  officers.  There  arc 
cighty-oae  Amecican  soldiers  in  hospitals. 

The  bodies  of  forty-four  of  the  missing  loi  victims  of 
the  Tuscania  disaster  were  washed  up  today  on  the  rocks 
fifteen  miles  from  the  scene  of  the  torpedoing.  All  were 
Americans,  and  their  bodies  were  mutilated  beyond  recog- 
nition. A  pathetic  feature  is  that,  although  all  the  victims 
•wore  tags,  identification  numbers  had  not  been  put  on  them 
because  the  Americans  had  not  yet  been  assigned  to  defi- 
nite army  units.  Therefore  there  is  no  way  to  identify 
them  andt  hey  will  be  buried  in  one  grave

AN  IRISH  PORT,  Feb.  7.— A  mass  of 
,  •wlrllns  wreckage  on  the  calm  neck  of 
fb«  MO.  along  the  Irish  coast  marks  the 
grmve  of  the  Tuscania,  the  first  loaded 
Amarloan  troopship  sunk  by  a  Oerman 
•ubmarliM.  A  few  bodies  of  the  100 
men  who  perished  have  been  washed 
mmbon,  and  some  of  the  Injured  now  In 
hospitals  are  expected  to  succumb. 
Th«  anrvlvors,  numbering  2,2><,  are 
Quartered  In  hotels,  homes  and  hospi- 
tals along  the  north  Irish  coast.

sel   after    the    Impact    by    throwing    the

This  yrobably  saved  many  lives,  as 
ctherwlso  the  vessel  would  have  plowed 
on,  smashing  the  lifeboat  davits,  as 
happened  in  the  case  of  the  Lusitanla. 

Little  hope  was  expressed  here  to- 
night that  any  additional  survivors 
would  be  found.  A  British  destroyer 
and  several  trawlers  cruised  In  the  vl- 
Vlnity  of  the  disaster  all  of  last  night. 
The  search,  however,  will  be  continued 
as  long  as  there  Is  any  hope  of  finding 
Other  survivors.

AN  IRISH  PORT,  I-^b.  7.— (By  the 
Associated  Press)— At  an  early  hour 
yesterday  morning  600  survivors.  In- 
cluding troops  and  members  of  the 
eraw  of  the  torpedo*!  troopship  Tus- 
caAa.  were  landed  at  this  port. 

The  Tuscania  was  part  of  a  well- 
guarded  convoy  and  was  In  sight  of 
the  Irish  coast,  when.  Just  as  darkness 
dropped  on  Tuesday  evening,  and  with- 
out sign  of  a  submarine  of  any  sort,  a 
torpedo  struck  the  Jiner  full  amidships. 
The  track  of  another  was  immediately 
afterward  noticed  astern.  Without 
panic,  and  In  splendid  order,  the  men 
reached  the  boat  stations,  but  the 
work  of  lowering  the  boats  was  ham- 
pered by  the  tremendous  lliit  of  the 
liner.  One  of  the  flrsr  boats  manned 
cKpslsed  while  being  lowered.  After 
the  oosupanta  had  besn  thrown  Into  the 
water  other  beats  were  let  dowiv.  right 
on  top  of  them,  and  It  Is  feared  several 
men  lost  their  lives  In  this  manner. 
Ths  liner  continued  to  float  a  eonsld- 
•rable  time.  The  work  of  rescuing  the 
nen  from  the  water  was  carried  out  by 
hoats  from  the  escorting  vessels  and 
patrols  called  to  the  scene. 

On  the  arrival  of  the  survivors  here 
nsny  were  removed  to  hospitals,  hut  a 
great  msjorlty  of  the  men  were  lodged 
Id  hotels,  where  hot  toieals  were  serv- 
ed to  them  by  volunteers  working  un- 
der the  Shipwrecked  Sailors'  Society. 
The  soldiers  also  were  fitted  out  with 
warm  clothes  and  given  other  comforts. 
There  were  many  pitiable  scenes,  a 
number  of  men  being  on  the  verge  of 
collapse  from  shock  and  micertalnty  as 
to  the  fate  of  their  comrades.  They

Capture  Two  Important  Towns 
on   Trans-Siberian  Railway 
— Armed     Austro-Germans 
.  Help  to  Keep  Order. 


HARBIN,  Feb.  7. — The  campaign 
against  the  Bolshevikl  is  proceeding 
successfully  in  Eastern  Siberia  under 
the  direction  of  the  Cossack  leader 
Semenoft  Tchita.  on  the  trans-Siberian 
railway,  370  miles  east  of  Irkutsk,  and 
Karinsltal,  the  junction  point  of  the 
trans-SJiorlan  and  Amur  railways,  have 
been  captured,  together  with  a  large 
quantity  of  arms  and  ammunition.  The 
movement  against  the  Bolshevikl  ap- 
pears to  be  growing  in  strenKth. 

Towns  in  Siberia  In  the  neighborhood 
of  Irkutsk  arn  reported  by  travellers  ar>- 
rivlng  here  to  have  been  kept  in  an  or- 
derly state  by  armed  Austro-Oerman 
prisoners  patrolling  the  streets.  The 
Oermans  in  Siberia,  according  to  these 
accounts,  are  securing  Bolshevikl  arms 
because  of  the  departure  of  many  of 
the  Bolshevikl  troops  for  their  homes, 
and  are  aBslsttng  In  the  defense  of 
Omsk  against  the  approach  of  a  force 
of  General   Kaledln's   Cossacks. 

The  Ussurl  Cossacks  are  to  begin  a 
four  days'  meeting  at  Nikolsk  on  Feb- 
ruary 4  to  decide  upon  their  attitude 
toward  the  Rolahevlki.  Much  is  consld- 
.  ered  to  depend  upon  their  decliilon,  as 
Cossack  control  of  affairs  means  the 
removal  of  a  flanking  menace  should 
the  premised  anti-BoIshevlkl  campaign 
be  carried  out  from  Vladivostok  and 
Harbin.

IX)NDON.  Feb.  7.— (Via  Reuter's 
Ottawa  Agency,)— Right  Hon.  Andrew 
Bonar  Law.  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer, has  announced  those  further 
war  contributions  from  British  col- 
onies and  dependencieu: 

Bahamas.  £10.000;  Barbadoes,  £40.- 
000  as  a  free  gift,  making  £80.000  al- 
together; Basutoland.  £50,000  for  air- 
ships; British  Guinea,  sugar  valued  at 
£17.000;  Gold  Coast,  £200,000  in  10  an- 
nual Installments;  Nigeria  offers  to 
pay  1  per  cent  on  £8,000,000  war  debt; 
Zanzibar,  £60,000  for  airships;  llong- 
klng,  $5,000,000  from  loan  and  rev- 
enues: Mauritius,  1,000,000  rupees,  to 
be  used  for  airships. 

This  list  does  not  Include  the  cost 
of  local  campaigns  borne  wholly  or  in 
part  by  Nigeria,  Gold  Coast.  East 
Africa,  TTganda  and  Kyassaland,  nor 
the  cost  of  raising  contingents  for 
active  service.  It  also  does  not  in- 
clude tho  over-payment  of  the  mili- 
tary contribution,  the  refund  of 
which  was  waived  by  the  Straits  Set- 
tlements, and  various  sums  voted  by 
colonial  Governments  and  assigned 
by  the  Imperial  Government  to  spe- 
cinc  purposes,  such  as  the  National 
Relief  Fund. 

The  thanks  of  the  King  have  been 
conveyed  to  the  donors,  but  the  Treas- 
ury again  records  its  appreciation  of 
these  spontaneous  and  generous  con- 
tributions.

JEWS  STILL  SUFFER 

AT  HANDS  OF  TURK 

NE:W  YORK.  Feb.  7.— Disease,  star- 
vation and  expulsions  have  reduced 
the  Jewish  population  of  Jerusalem 
to  S,300.  or  about  40  per  cent,  in  the 
three  and  one-half  years  since  the 
war  began,  according  to  cable  advices 
received  by  the  Palestine  Restoration 
Fund  Commission  here. 

With  the  advancb  of  the  British,  the 
Turks  made  wholesale  deportations  of 
Jews  from  the  seaport  towns.  From 
Jaffa,  about  10,000  Jews  fled  from 
Turkish  power,  or  were  driven  out. 

The  British  authorities  in  Palestine 
have  cabled  that  there  is  urgent  need 
for  the  hospiUl  unit  which  Hadashah, 
the  women's  Zionist  organization.  Is 
planning  to  send  from  the  United 
States.  The  British  are  arranging 
transport  facilities   for  tho  unit 


LONDON.  Feb.  7.— The  oflflclal  re- 
port from  Field  Marshal  Halg's  head- 
quarters  in    France   reads:

"The  hostile '  artillery  has  shown 
some  activity  southwest  of  Cambrai 
and  south  of  Lens." 

An  official  communication  dealing 
with  aerial  operations  issued  tonight, 
follows: 

"More  than  a  ton  of  bombs  were 
dropped  Wedne.>jday  on  various  tar- 
gets behind  the  enemy's  lines.  Two 
hostile  machines  were  downed  in  the 
air  fighting.  Two  of  our  machines  are 
missing." 

Attacks  on  rrsaoh  Uass 

PARIS,  Feb.  7.— The  War  Office 
communication    tonight   says: 

"We  repulsed  at  daybreak  an 
enemy  attempt  against  one  of  our 
small  posts  in  the  region  north  of 
Craonne. 

"After  the  bombardment  reported 
this  morning  on  the  right  bank  of 
the  Meuse  and  In  Alsace,  the  Oer- 
mans carried  out  east  of  Samogneux 
as  well  as  at  the  north  corner  of  the 
Bols  des  Fosses  and  on  our  lines 
south  of  Hartmannswellerkopf,  three 
attacks,  which  we  rcpulsedjlnfllcted 
losses  oh "ttie'  «iemy,  afi8  cSpturlng 
material." 

The   early   statement    follows: 

"The  artillery  on  both  sides  was 
particularly  active  on  the  front  north 
of  the  Aiane,  In  the  region  of  Chavlg- 
non,  Pagny  and  Filaln,  on  the  right 
bank  of  the  Meuse.  in  the  sector  be- 
tween Samogneux  and  Hill  344  and  In 
the  vicinity  of  Hartmanns-Weilerkopf. 
Oerman  detachments  which  attempted 
to  approach  small  French  posts  north- 
east of  Braye-en-Lannois.  in  the  re- 
gion of  Mortler  Wood,  were  re- 
pulsed. 

'In  the  Champagne  the  French  car- 
ried out  a  successful  raid  on  the  Ger- 
man trenches  east  of  Teton.  In  Al- 
sace, after  violent  artillery  prepara- 
tion, the  Germans  made  an  ineffectual 
attempt  to  penetrate  the  French  lines 
at  two   points  near  Banbolx. 

"Yesterday  morning  a  German  air- 
plane was  brought  down  by  the  fire 
of    French    anti-aircraft    guns." 

BERLIN.  Feb.  7.— The  official 
communication  from  general  head- 
quarters   today    says: 

"Western  theatre:  In  the  afternoon 
there  was  an  artillery  duel  near  the 
coast  Infantry  detachments  brought 
In  prisoners  as  a  result  of  an  attack 
west  of  Zandvoorde  and  engagements 
In  Artois^  In  the  evening  the  Brit- 
ish artillery  was  again  active  west  of 
Cambrai.

Pirates  Try  Hard 
To  Complete  Crime 

Torpedoes  Aimed  at  Destroyers  Engaged  in  Res- 
cue Work  at  Tuscania — Handling  of  Brit- 
ish Craft  Is  Praised — Lightness  of  Loss 
Causes  Surprise  at  Washington 


LONDON,  Feb.  7. — That  a  Oerman 
submarine  endeavored  to  attack  de- 
stroyers while  the  latter  were  engaged 
In  rescue  work  Is  the  statement  made 
by  an  American  officer  at  an  Irish  port 
where  a  large  number  of  men  were 
landed.  The  officer  said  to  a  corre- 
spondent of  the  Associated  Press: 

'The  thing  that  somewhow  Impressed 
me  most  In  the  whole  experience  was 
the  promptitude  and  precision  with 
which  the  British  naval  men  handled 
their  craft  under  the  trying  conditions 
of  rescue  work.  This  work  had  only 
Just  begun  when  there  came  the  most 
exciting  momeat<i  of  the  night. 

"A  U-boat  from  the  curtain  of  black- 
ness behind  which  she  was  skulking, 
thought  to  finish  the  work  by  an  at- 
tack on  ths  destroyer*.  Three  torpedoes 
were  discharged  In  s  few  minutes  at 
three  destroyers,  and  It  was  only  doe 
to  the  watchfulness  of  the  lookouts  and 
the  splendid  seamanship  of  the  British 
naval  men  that  they  failed  to  reach 
their   targets.

The  nearness  of 
rescue  craft,  the  fact  that  the  vessel 
wss  sfloat  for  two  hours  after  a  tor- 
pedo had  exploded  In  her  holler  rooms, 
and  possibly  the  proximity  of  the  Brit- 
ish coast,  all  were  factors  la  reducing 
the  loss.

C.  A.  Magrath,  as  Fuel  Controller, 
and  Hon.  H.  Laporte,  as  chairman  of 
the  war  purchasing  commission,  are 
to  be  members  of  the  board  ex-offl- 
cio.  The  Minister  of  Trade  and  Com- 
merce is  appointed  chairman.  The 
membei-8  of  the  board  will  elect  a 
vice-chairman. 

The  executives  of  the  labor  organ- 
isations were  asked  to  nominate  a 
representative  of  labor.  Mr.  Olbbons 
whose  name  was  among  those  sub- 
mitted will  represent  organlssd  labor 
on    the    board. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the 
board  are  offlclally  announced  as  fol- 
lows : 

1.  To  have  direction  of  licences 
for  export  and  to  make  recommend- 
ations with  regard  therto. 

2.  To  have  direction  of  lloenses  for 
import  and  of  applications  to  the 
proper  authorities  of  exporting  coun- 
tries for  perfnits  to  export  to  Canada 
and  to  make  recommendations  with 
regard   thereto. 

3.  Undertake  and  carry  out  such 
supervision  as  may  l>e  necessary  of 
all  industrial  and  commercial  enter- 
prises, and  by  co-operation  with  pro- 
ducers to  prevent  waste  of  labor,  of 
raw   materials  and   of   products. 

4.  To  make  recommendations  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  essential  In- 
dustries as  distinguished  from  those 
of    less   essential    charactr. 

5.  To  Investigate  and  keep  records 
of  the  country's  stock  of  raw  ma- 
terials, partially  finished  products 
and  finished  products,  and  when 
necessary  to  direct  their  distribution 
so  as  to  obtain  the  best  results  In 
the    national    interest. 

6.  To  consider  and  recommend 
methods  of  curtailing  or  prohibiting 
the  use  of  fuel  or  electrical  energy  In 
the    less    essential    industries. 

7.  To  dlrct  priority  in  the  distribu- 
tion of  fuel,  electric  energy,  raw 
materials  and  partially  flnished  pro- 
ducts. 

R.  To  Investigate  generally  condi- 
tions of  trade,  industry  and  produc- 
tion (except  food  production),  and 
to  make  recommendations  with  re- 
gard   thereto. 

9.  To  work  tn  co-op«ratlon  wUh  ItJ" 
Canadian  war  mlnlatrr  at  Waahlncton,  and 
Ihrnuith  that  mlaalon  or  othrrwlae  Co  co- 
npRPate  with  the  war  tradr  board  of  the 
I'nlted  State*  or  other  bodlca  eonatltuird 
for  *h^  like  purpoa*  with  fc  Tirw  to  aeotir- 
Jns  the  moat  effaettve  unity  of  action  by 
tJ>««    two    coOTitrlea   for   war   purpoaoa. 

It  la  provided  that  any  department  of 
the  (ovemment  may  attach  to  the  board 
such  of  ita  offlrers  aa  may  be  deemed  ad- 
vlaable. 

The  board  to  ro-operat«>  with  the  aeveral 
dep&Ttmentu  of  the  OoTernment  In  any 
mattera  requiring  common  «r  united  aetlsn, 
and  each  department  la  to  a««|pt  and  to 
co-operate    with    the  J|>oard    and    It*   ofPI<v>ra. 

The  order-ln-councir"'freatlnr  the  Ixwrd 
also  rontalna  a  provlao  that  nothlnir

Russian  Congreas  of  Workmen's  and 
Soldiers'  delegates  adjourned  with- 
out adopting  the  plans  of  M.  Kale- 
gayev,  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
for  the  apportionment  of  the  land. 
Consequently,  no  deflnlte  legislation 
has  been  established  for  the  method 
of  division. 

The  land-owning  peasants,  as  well 
aa  the  hurgeolsle  are  to  be  deprived 
of  their  estates.  Premier  Lenlne  to- 
day addressed  a  large  gathering  of 
agitators  who  are  to  depart  soon  for 
the  provinces  to  lead  the  confisca- 
tion campaign. 

"We  have  taken  the  land  to  give 
It  to  tho  poor  peasants,"  the  Pre- 
mier said.  "Do  not  let  the  rich  peas- 
ants or  exploltera  get  the  agricul- 
tural Instrumens.  Put  ten  poor  peas- 
ants against  every  rich  one.  The 
police  are  dead  and  burled,  and  the 
masses  must  take  aftaira  Into  their 
own   hands. 

"External  war  Is  ftnished.  or  is  be- 
ing finished  now.  Tnternal  war  be- 
gins, but  not  a  war  with  arms.  This 
Is  an  economic  war.  The  masses 
must  take  tMUsk  what  has  been  stolen 
from  them.  The  rich,  who  have 
hidden  their  wealth  think  the  masses 
will  pull  them  through.  Somehow 
we  must  uncover  the  hidden  wealth, 
or  otherwise  the  Bolshevikl  Govern- 
ment is  bankrupt. 

"The  republic  needs  twenty-eight 
billion  roubles  annually.  Its  pros- 
pective Income  is  only  eight  billion 
roubles.  The  hidden  weaMh  must  he 
uncovered  and  placed  at  the  disposal 
of  the   Government."

AMSTERDAM,  Feb.  7.— Advices  from 
Budapest  say  that  Count  Julius  An- 
drsssy.  former  Hungarian  Premier,  de- 
clared In  the  Ijower  House  that  he  was 
convinced  the  Russian  Bolshevikl  were 
not  serious  In  their  peace  Intentions. 
Count   Andrassy   added: 

"The  Bolshevikl  are  hoping  to  suor 
ceed  through  their  agitation  la  organ- 
ising an  army  In  our  midst  that  shall 
terrorise  the  Govenunent. 

"We  understand  now  why  they  de- 
mand that  Poland  shall  decide  Its  own 
destiny  when  our  troops  have  been 
withdrawn.

Railway  War  Board  Takes 
Radical  Steps  to  Conserve 
Fuel  and  Facilitate  Ship- 
ments of  Food.

which  the  railways  will  load  no  freight 
except  food  for  the  Allies  and  fuel  on 
the  'heatless"  9th.  10th,  and  11th  of 
February,  were  features  of  today's  ses- 
sion of  the  Canadian  Railway  War 
Board. 

Passenger  train  service  will  be  still 
further  reduced  by  42S.000  passenger 
train  miles  In  the  period  between  now 
and  the  end  of  April.  stil>Jeet  to  aon- 
flrmstlon  from  Ottawa.  This  means  a 
saving  of  22.000  tons  of  coal  in  addition 
to  the  600,000  tons  alreay  saved  In  the 
same  way.  No  freight  ezoept  food  for 
the  Allien  and  fuel  will  be  loaded  on 
any  Canadian  railway  on  the  heatless 
days.  Freight  already  loaded  will  move 
as  usual,  but  during  the  period  when 
Canadian  factories  and  other  trroduoera 
are  Idle  because  of  the  Fuel  Controller's 
order  the  railway  companies  will  net 
make  up  any  new  trains.  This  meaaa 
a  saving  not  only  of  the  fuel  needed  to 
heat  buildings,  but  also  of  oeal  other* 
wise  required  In  the  yard  engines. 

By  ordering  the  T.  H.  A  B.  te  run 
freight  trains  right  through  te  To- 
ronto Instead  of  turning  them  ever  ta 
other  roads  at  Hamilton,  the  board  Of- 
feota  further  economy  In  engine  tine, 
time  of  the  crews,  and  fuel.  The  board 
was  told  that  Canada  will  soon  havs 
to  stop  building  new  freight  cars  unless 
material  can  be  obtained  from  Arasrlsan 
lumber  mills.  Shipments  are  held  up 
by  the  ITnlted  States  railway  conges- 
tion. The  board  has  In^trticted  S.  M. 
Neal  to  deal  directly  with  the  regional 
director  of  eastern  railways  la  the 
United  States,  asking  him  to  bavs  these 
shipments  sent  through  speelally.

"Monday  waa  a  wild  nlcht.  Had  the 
disaster  occurred  during  a  sale  I  do 
not  like  to  think  of  wltat  would  have 
happened.  But  Tuesday  evening  wa.^ 
calm. 

"The  first  Intimation  we  had  of  pos- 
sible danger  waa  an  order  for  all  men 
to  go  on  deck  with  lifebelts.  It  was 
about  4:80  o'clock.  At  the  same  time 
we  sharply  altered  our  course.  At  6 
o'clock,  just  as  the  darkness  was  set- 
ting well  in,  we  got  the  blow.  No- 
body saw  the  perlacope,  nor  could  one 
have  been  seen  well.  f!ome  aoldiera  de- 
scribed having  heard  a  hissing  sound 
immediately  before  the  torpedo  struck 
us   in   the  engine  room. 

"We  were  Inatantly  diaablod.  All  the 
lights  went  out.  An  order  rang  out 
aandlng  the  troopa  to  their  boat  sta- 
tions and  to  get  the  lifeboats  out.  The 
shock  waa  not  severe.  It  waa  a  more 
crunchint-in  faeling  that  went  through 
the  ship  than  of  a  direct  blow.  There 
naturally  was  a  goo4!(  deal  of  confusion. 
You  cannot  lowar  a  scora  of  lifeboats 
from  tha  height  of  an  upper  deck  in 
the  darkness  without  some  confusion, 
but  at  no  time  was  there  a  panic. 

"There  waa  great  excitement,  how- 
evar,  but  It  laated  only  a  few  minutes. 
Than  all  the  men  pulled  themselves  to- 
gethar.  Megaphone  calls  ware  given  all 
over  the  ship,  saying  there  was  no 
danger  that  the  ship  would  sink  before 
all  war*  taken  off.  In  tha  meantime 
B.p.0.  aignala  were  sent  out. 
Qatak  to  Saaeva 

"Even  before  some  of  us  had  gr*sped 
the  situation  British  destroyers  were 
dashing  up  alongside.  Such  soldiers  as 
had  been  lowered  in  boats  were  put  on 
board  destroyers.  A  few  men  who 
jumped  overboard  in  the  flrat  excite- 
ment were  picked  up.  I  believe  one  or 
tws  llfaboats  were  amaahed   in  launch- 

IBV. 

"Tha  daatroyers  took  off  our  men  in 
aplandid   style  with   perfedt  order. 

"All  thla  time  the  Tuscania  was  slow- 
ly  sinking.  For  a  minute  I  did  not 
know  whether  to  get  into  a  lifeboat  or 
stay  by  the  ahip.  One  of  the  members 
of  tha  crew  urged  that  we  stay  on 
boar«  and  trust  John  Bull's  destroyers. 
He  yeilad  this  In  my  ear.  I  took  his 
advice  and  waited  for  my  turn  to  come 
to  go  on  board  a  destroyer. 

"No  sooner  had  we  cast  off,  with  SOO 
man  en  board,  than  a  torp^o  was  flred 
at  us.  It  missed.  Another  destroyer 
dashed  off,  operating  a  bomb-dropping 
davlee,  apd  the  claim  was  afterwardji 
made  that  the  submarine  had  been  done 
In." 

Proof  of  the  order  wWch  prerslled 
on  the  Tuecania  is  given  by  the  land- 
ing of  two  typhoid  and  two  pneumonia 
cases  without  bad  effect.  Forty  of  the 
survivors  were  taken  to  hospitals.  In 
the  majority  of  eases  they  are  suffering 
from  Injuries  as  a  result  of  accidents 
In  tha  lowering  of  the  lifeboats  or  in 
oonaequenoa  of  aliding  down  ropes. 
Tha  aurvlvors  are  proud  of  the  be- 
havior of  the  only  two  women  on  the 
TuacaAia  They  went  down  a  rope  in 
flne  atyle,  laughing. 

Ufahaata  Damaged 
Scrgt.   F.  C.   Dubuque  and   Sergt.   Mul- 
ler,    botli      of    Brooklyn,    were      rescued 
from  a  raft  by  a  coasting  steamer. 

The  sergeants  said  that  the  Tuscanla 
took  a  tremendous  list  to  starboard  al- 
most aa  soon  as  she  waa  struck.  Al- 
most all  the  lifeboats  on  that  side  were 
either  blown  Into  the  air  or  otherwise 
randared  useless.  The  soldiers  were 
immediately  lined  up,  and  while  stand- 
ing at  attention  one  man  began  to  sing 
"My  Country.  'Tis  of  Ttiee,"  and  "The 
Star  Spangled  Banner."  The  crew  was 
lined  up  on  the  opposite  side  and  sang 
"Ood  Save  the   King." 

ftargt.  Dubuque  said  the  boat  to 
whleh  ha  had  been  aaatgnad  was  shat- 
tered by  the  explosion.  He  elamltered 
over  the  pert  aide  the  best  way  be 
could  and  waa  placed  In  a  boat  wTth 
ten  or  twelve  other  men. 

When  they  had  been  lowered  about 
half-way  down  tha  ropes  became  dis- 
arranged. They  were  all  thrown  Into 
the  water.  There  waa  a  rather  heavy 
saa,  but  the  aargeant  waa  able  to  swim 
to  the  stem  of  the  liner,  and  climbed 
on  a  raft.  There  he  found  Sergt. 
Muller. 

Sergt.  Dubuqu*  said  he  saw  many 
men  In  the  sea.  Colla^lble  rafts  were 
thrown  over  to  enable  thoae  who  were 
Btniggling  in  the  water  /o  nave  them- 
selves, mtm*  af  these  rafu  struck 
leaded  boaU.

"At  i:4|  oeleek  ««  Tueaday  avaalnc." 
he  continued.  "I  was  In  No.  1  room 
talking  with  a  fallow  boatswain  when 
I  heard  a  tarrtAo  explosion  and  felt  the 
vaaaal  kaallng  over.  I  said  to  my  mate: 
They've  get  her  now.' 

"We  commenced  lowering  boats  on 
tbe  starboard  side.  The  soldiers  •were 
lined  up  on  deck  waiting  for  the  boats. 
Unfortunately  many  jumped  overboard. 

"I  found  that  the  boat  at  No.  »  sta- 
tion, to  whleh  I  had  prooeeded,  had 
bean  blown  pieeea.  I  then  helped  to 
get  bo\ts  A.  9-^  and  9-C  away  with 
full  complements,  and  tha  aeoond  offl- 
cer  got  boats  I    to  7   safely  away. 

"After  seeing  these  launched,  I  pro- 
ceeded to  the  other  deck,  where  I 
launched  a  raft.  I  picked  up  fourteen 
roldiers  and  two  of  the  ship's  com- 
iMiny.  who  were  swimming  about.  We 
had  no  oars,  and  had  to  paddle  along 
with  our  hands.  We  were  picked  up  at 
B  o'clocl^  in  the  evening  and  landed  on 
Wr.dnesday  morning."

Warda  were 
imi""ovlsed  In  hotels.  Thirty  serloiiHly 
injured  men  were  dispatched  to  local 
hospitals,  where  they  are  receiving 
careful  treatment.  The  resources  of 
Larne  were  talPed  to  the  utmost  to  pro- 
vide food  and  clothing  for  the  sur- 
vivors. 

There  was  sufficient  time  for  the  re- 
moval of  all  those  on  board  the  Tus- 
canla, as  she  remained  afloat  for  about 
■vWo   hours  after  being  torpedoed.

Be   Analysed 


In  what  might  be  de8crib«d  as  a 
species  of  catch-aa-catch-can  raid  tha 
police  yesterday  pounced  upon  eight 
hotel  bars,  and  in  the  aoarch  for  pro- 
hibited liquor  carted  away  to  police 
headquarters  enough  barrels,  bottles 
and  other  receptacles  full  of  suspect 
liquid   to   stock  a  whole  bar. 

Some  twenty  members  of  the  force 
were  employed,  the  ralde  commencing 
immediately  after  the  men  had  re- 
turned to  headquarters  from  the  Leg- 
islative Buildings,  where  they  had 
been  on  duty  at  the  House  opening. 
They  were  hardly  given  time  to  re- 
move the  white  glovea  which  custom 
Insists  shall  be  worn  at  leglalatlve 
functions.  The  eight  bars  vlalted  and. 
In  some  instances,  almost  ransacked, 
were  the  Tourist.  Atlantic,  Wilson, 
Canada,  Jubilee,  New  Kngland,  West- 
holme  and  Windsor. 

Only  recently  five  bars  were  visited, 
but  then  the  police  contented  them- 
selves with  taking  samples  of  the  In- 
nocuous liquids,  and  In  no  single  in- 
stance, as  ofllolal  analysis  showed,  did 
the  samplea  go  over  the  preacrlbed 
maximum  of  2'/k  per  cent  proof  spirits. 
Yesterday  tha  police  seised  whole  bar- 
rels and  cartod  them  away  in  the 
patrol.  The  official  analyst  will  be 
kept  busy  analysing  them  to  riatablish 
whether  any  Illegal  liquor  was  secured. 
In  which  event  proaecutiona  will  fol- 
low.

Ontario  Premier  and  Leader  of 
Opposition  Agree  on  Avoid* 
ance  of  Election  During  the 
War— Production  Question. 


TORONTO.  Feb.  T.— Premier  Hearst 
has  accepted  the  offer  of  Mr.  William 
Proudfm)t,  leader  of  the  Oppaaltlon,  to 
prolong  the  life  of  the  LtadaUtar*. 
There  v>  HI  t>e  no  war-time  electlotu 

Mr.  Proudtoot  made  the  suggeatlon 
that  an  election  should  be  avoided  by 
extending  thu  life  of  the  Legislature. 
In  reply  to  «  quaatlon  from  the  Pre- 
mier ho  said  thla  extension  should  be 
for  a  yi.tr  or  foi  a  reaaoaahle  time 
after  the  concluglon  ol  the  war.  It 
would  not  only  avert  the  trouble  of 
tAkIng  the  soldlert.'  votea.  but  It  wad 
not  de<slrable  at  thlk  time  that  tha 
cnerglov  cT  the  people  should  be  di- 
verted from  war  work  to  an  election. 
Moreover,  he  bcllaved  U  waa  the  wish 
and  desire  of  a  large  part  of  the  people 
of  the  Province  that  an  election  shoutd 
not  be  held  In  the  present  year. 
Patronage  In  the  civil  service  should 
be  (lone  away  with.  It  waa  also  time 
to  (Revise  a  new  scheme  of  taxation. 

The  Oovernmcnt  ha<l  spoken  of  steps 
taken  to  increase  food  production.  He 
would  like  to  know  how  they  were  to 
Mecure.farm  help,  Ho  thoi/|:ht  It  would 
be  a  good  thing.  If  the  Government 
could  supply  a  tractor  In  each  county. 

.Sir  William  Hearst,  who  followed 
the  Opposition  leader,  paid  a  tribute 
to  Hon.  X.  W.  Rowell  and  the  Uni^m 
•  lovvrimicnt,  and  congratulated  Mr. 
Proud  foot  on  his  elevation  to  the  posi- 
tion of  loader  of  the  Opposition,  re- 
ferring to  the  fact  that  the  latter'i 
son  had  been  decorated  with  the  Mili- 
tary Cross  by  the  King.  The  pro- 
gramme for  the  session,  he  announced, 
was  not  extenelvf,  and  Involved  llttlo 
or  nothing  of  a  contentloua  nature. 

The  Ontario  farmer,  he  believed,  was 
at  pre.'-ent  dolns  his  best  with  the  help 
be  m.d.  Many  suggestions  had  been 
made  to  meet  the  situation.  He  hoped 
to  attend  a  meeting  of  Provincial  Pre- 
miers In  Ottawa  shortly  to  deal  with 
the  matter. 

When  the  House  reassembled  In  the 
evening  the  Premier  rose  to  deal  with 
the  suggestion  of  the  leader  of  the 
i:)ppoHltlon  to  prolong  the  life  of  the 
Legislature.  "The  honorable  gentle- 
man," he  said,  "has  put  hla  proposi- 
tion in  a  reasonable  manner;  the  pro- 
position places  a  great  reaponsiblllty 
upon  my  sbouldera,  but  T  have  never 
shirked  responsibility.  I  will  not  now 
shrink  from  or  shirk  the  responsi- 
bility. The  sooner  the  matter  Is  dis- 
posed of,  I  feel  It  will  be  the  better  for 
the  Province." 

To  accept,  he  assured  the  House, 
would  be  bad  politics  for  the  Conaar- 
vatlve  party,  which  would  undoubtedly 
be  returned  In  an  election  at  tha 
present  time,  but  he  did  not  Intend  to 
let  that  stand  In  the  way.  The  for- 
tunes of  a  Provincial  party  and  Pro- 
vincial leaders  were  hut  dust  In  tha 
balance  when  the  Interests  of  those 
helping  to  win  the  war  were  at  stake, 
he  said. 

He  knew  what  he  was  about  to  do 
would  not  meet  with  the  approval  ot 
his  friends. 

He  then  formally  declared  his  ac- 
ceptanre  of  the  propoaltlon.  The  de- 
tails of  the  Act  which  would  give  It 
effect  would  have  to  be  worked  out. 
The  Oovernment  would  take  that  Act 
aa  a  mandate  to  carry  on  with  any 
measure,  no  matter  how  radical,  which 
w«u!a  tend  to  the  winning  of  the  war.

come assets  of  the  Dominion  Trust 
llquidaUon. 

The  B.  C.  Securities  Corporation 
was  promoted  by  the  late  W.  R.  Ar- 
nold as  a  subsidiary  of  the  Domin- 
ion Trust,  and  used  by  him  so  ex- 
tensively In  the  flnanclal  specula- 
tions that  its  liquidation  became  In- 
extricably Involved  with  that  of  the 
Dominion  Trust  Company,  which 
owns  all  of  Its  stock.  In  return  the 
B.  C.  Securities  owned  the  Dominion 
Trust  bulldlnai)  at  Vancouver  and 
WInnlpea,  and  their  farnlshlnirs.

MANY  IN  ATIENDANCE 
AT  HOUSE  OPENING 


Customary  Ceremonies  Mark 
Inauguration  of  Second 
Session  of  Fourteenth  Par- 
liament Yesterday. 


A  representative  audience  which 
fHled  the  floor  of  the  Le^slatlve 
Chanvber  and  crowded  the  galleries  wit- 
nessed the  formal  ceremoniea  attendlnc 
the  opening  of  the  second  session  of  the 
Fourteenth  Parliament  of  British  Co- 
I-iimbla  yesterday  afternoon.  The  time- 
honored  procedure  was  conducted  with- 
out a  hitch. 

Ideal  weather  conditions — real  ^Mo- 
torla  weather — graced  the  occasion,  and 
all  in  all,  the  opening  was  one  of  the 
most  auapiclouB  of  any  for  many  aes- 
aiona.  It  was  all  the  more  notable,  too, 
for  the  reason  that  for  the  first  time 
in  the  history  of  Brltlnh  Columbia  there 
wan  Introduced  to  the  House  a  woman 
member.  The  flattering  reception  ten- 
dered Mrs.  Ralph  Smith,  Independent 
member  for  Vancouver,  when  nhe  wad 
formally  Introduced  to  the  House  by 
Premier  Brewster  and  W.  J.  Bowser. 
K.C,  the  latter  leader  of  the  Conser- 
vative OppoHltion,  was  Indicative  of  the 
popularity  of  the  new  member  and  of 
the  public  opinion  that  woman  has  a 
place  In  the  Legislative  halls  of  the 
Provln<"e.  Mrs.  Smith's  Introduction  to 
the  House  and  her  presence  in  a  mem- 
ber's seat  wa.s  the  one  unique  f«'ature  of 
the  ceremony  that  differentiated  U 
from   those  of  previous  annual  openings. 

Public  Interest  In  the  occ-aslon  was 
undoubtedly  heightened  by  the  fact  that 
Mrs.  Smith  was  to  formally  take  her 
place  among  the  legislators  of  the 
Province. 

Xepresentatlvs  AssemtoUC* 

Among  the  large  assemblage  wero 
representatives  of  every  phase  of  life. 
Tile  church,  bench  and  bar  had  their 
representatives  present,  the  nrofes«ilon- 
rI  and  business  elements  were  there, 
while  the  social  life  of  the  community 
was  well  represented.  The  "icene  when 
Sir  Frank  Stillman  Barnard,  Lleuten- 
ant-r}ov»'mor,  formally  declared  the 
House  open,  was  an  animated  one,  al- 
beit it  was  noticeable  that  there  was  a 
quieter  tone  to  the  proceedings,  ac- 
counted for.  perhaps,  by  the  more 
sombre  colors,  due,  undoubtedly,  to  the 
desire.  In  view  of  present  war  condi- 
tions, to  omit  the  ostentatious.  That  It 
was  a  war  session,  so  to  speak,  was  ac- 
centuated by  the  uniforms  of  the  naval 
and  military  members  of  His  Honor's 
escort.  The  sentiment  of  the  Isrge  au- 
dience was  unmistakably  evidenced  In 
the  reverent  repetition  by  those  pres- 
ent of  the  Ixird'H  Prayer  following 
Capt.  the  Rev.  John  Campbell's  prayer 
In  behalf  of  the  gallant  men  on  active 
service  on   sea  and   land.

It  was  3:15  o'clock  when  His  Honor 
arrived  at  the  entrance  to  the  I.ieglsla- 
tlve  Chamber.  Prior  to  that  he  had 
been  met  at  the  main  entrance  of  the 
buildings  by  a  guard  of  honor  composed 
of  \00  men  of  the  2nd  Depot  Battalion, 
under  command  of  Major  Bullock-Web- 
ster and  Lleuts.  Qriffin  and  Marsden 
As  the  guard  stood  at  the  salute  His 
Honor,  who  was  Hccompanled  by  Capt. 
Eric  E.  N4«)ier  McCallum,  D.fl.O.,  as 
personal  A.D.C.,  Inspected  It,  the  band 
of  the  Bth  Ttegiment  playing  the  Na- 
tional Anthem.  His  Honor  ascended 
the  steps  through  the  main  entrance  to 
the  rotunda,  where  his  escort,  composed 
of  eight  navnl  officers  and  fourteen 
military  officers,   awaited   him. 

The  escort  was  composed  of  the  fol- 
lowing: Navy — Commander  Shenton, 
l..ieut. -Commander  Musgrave,  Fleet- 
Surgeon  Stephens.  Assistant-Paymas- 
ters Heal  and  Watts,  and  I.ileuts.  Ouy, 
Bridge,  and  Harper.  Military — Col. 
Duff  Stewart,  acting  O.O.C;  L,leut.-Col. 
Tooley,  district  paymaster:  Lleut.-Col. 
RIdgway  Wilson,  Lleut.-Col.  Cart- 
wright,  Lleut.-Col.  McTavlsh,  A.O.M.C; 
Lleut.-Col.  Major,  O.C.  2ivl  Depot  Bat- 
talion: Lleut.-Col.  <''ockburn,  O.C.,  R.C. 
a.  A.:  Lleut.-Col.  R.  Angus,  O.C,  6th 
Regiment;  Major  McPherson,  O.C.  A.M. 
C.  Training  Corps:  Major  Ritchie,  C.R. 
C.E.;  Major  Macguire,  2nd  Depot  Bat- 
talion; Major  J.  B.  Bunhnry,  and  Majt)r 
Moore,  A.A.O.  The  escort  preceded  His 
Honor  Into  the  cham-ber,  taking  their 
stand  on  either  side  of  the  centre  aisle 
and  between  the  .^desks  at  which  the 
members  of  the  Legislature  were  stand- 
ing,  awaiting  his  arrival. 

Taking  his  seat  on  the  throne,  he  was 
Informed  by  Hon.  Dr.  Mcl.«an,  Pro- 
vincial Secretary,  of  the  necessity  of 
the  election  of  a  Speaker.  Through  the 
Provincial  Heeretary  Mis  Honor  an- 
nounced that  he  did  not  see  fit  to  de- 
clare the  reasons  for  the  summoning 
of  the  L.eglslature  until  a  Speaker  was 
duly  chosen.  His  Honor,  preceded  by 
his  escort,  retired,  whereupon  Premier 
Brewster  moved  that  Mr.  John  Keen, 
member  for  Kalso,  be  named  .Speaker.

high  and  honorable  position  of  Bpeaker 
of  this  Assembly  the  name  of  one  who, 
I  em  sure,  will  command  the  support  of 
every  member  of  this  Houee."  said  the 
Premier.  "He  is  a  gentleman  wbo  so 
successfully  filled  the  office  of  Deputy 
Speaker  at  the  last  session,  the  honor- 
able member  for  Kaslo.  Mr.  Keen. 
(Applause.)  I  need  scarcely  enlarge 
upon  his  great  quallflcatlons  for  the  of- 
fice. Prot>abIy  few  men  are  better 
known  or  more  highly  respected.  Com- 
ing here  In  1>S»,  he  carried  on  a  suc- 
cessful business  in  this  section,  ana 
shortly  after  he  moved  to  Kaslo,  where 
for  TRtMy  years  he  has  been  highly  es- 
teemed. His  training,  disposition,  and 
study  have  l>een  along  lines  that  emi- 
nently fit  him  for  the  position.

Province.  I  want  to  express  the  con- 
fidence w^e  on  this  side  have  of  the 
fair  treatment  we  expect  to  receive 
from  the  new  Speaker.

New  Speaker  in  Office 
Hearty  and  >inanlmous  was  the  ap- 
jiroval  expressed  by  the  members  to 
tile  motion  as  Mr.  Keen  was  declared 
elected  Speaker  by  the  veteran  clerk 
of  the  House.  .Mr.  Thornton  Fell. 
K.T".  The  Premier  and  Mr.  B<iw8er 
proceeded  to  the  desk  of  the  Speaker- 
elect  and  escorted  him  to  the  Speaker'.-* 
chair  amid  resounding  applause.  The 
new  Speaker  briefly  expressed  his 
thanks  to  tho  members,  saying,  "I 
trust  the  time  may  never  come  when 
>ou  will  have  occasion  to  regret  your 
choice." 

A  Speaker  chosen,  Hl.«  Honor  re- 
turned to  the  chamber,  preceded 
by  the  sergeant -at-arms  and  accom- 
panied by  his  escort.  Mr.  Speaker 
announced  the  fact  of  his  election  to 
the  Speakership  and  read  the  custom- 
ary lines,  in  which  he  asked  that  any 
errors  he  might  make  might  be  im- 
puted to  him  and  not  to  the  Assembly 
whose  servant  he  Is,  and  who,  through 
him,  the  better  to  enable  them  to  dis- 
charge their  duty  to  their  King  and 
country,  humbly  claimed  all  their  un- 
doubted rights  and  privileges,  that 
they  might  have  freedom  of  speech  In 
their  debates,  free  access  to  His 
Honor's  person  at  all  seasonable 
times,  and  that  the  proceedings 
might  receive  from  His  Honor  the 
most   favorable  Interpretation. 

It  was  at  this  stage  that  tho  only 
faux  pas  of  the  proceedings  occurred. 
Following  the  statement  of  Mr. 
Speaker,  the  Provincial  Secretary,  on 
behalf  of  His  Honor,  should  have  re- 
plied that  His  Honor  freely  confided 
In  the  duty  and  attachment  of  the 
House  of  Assembly  to  His  Majesty's 
person  and  Government  and  "not 
doubting  that  their  proceedings  will  be 
cpnducted  with  wisdom,  temper  and 
prudence,  he  grant.s,  and  upon  all  oc- 
casions will  recognize  and  allow, 
their  constitutional  privileges,"  etc. 
But  this  time-honored  reply  was  over- 
looked, with  the  result  that  while  the 
House,  through  Mr.  Speaker,  had 
formally  claimed  all  Its  constitutional 
rights  and  privileges,  no  response  con- 
senting thereto  was  given.  How- 
over,  the  Journals  of  the  House  will 
show  that  the  proceedings  were  prop- 
erly carried  through  and  the  record 
win  ?)e  complete. 

His  Honor  then  road  the  Speech 
from  the  Throne,  which  appears  in 
another  column,  and  declared  the  ses- 
sion   formally    open. 

Standing   Commltteefl   Ordered 

Following  the  retirement  of  His 
Honor  with  his  escort,  prayers  were 
rendered  by  Capt.  the  Rev.  John 
Campbell,  D.D.,  and  the  ceremonies 
were  over.  Immediately  afterwards 
the  House  got  down  to  business.  The 
following  standing  committees  were 
ordered  appointed:  Standing  orders 
and  private  bills,  public  accounts, 
printing,  railways,  mining,  agricul- 
ture and  municipal  matters.  The  per- 
sonnel of  these  committees  will  be 
named  early   next   week. 

The  customary  resolutions  declaring 
the  Intention  bf  the  House  to  proceed 
"with  the  utmost  severity'  against  all 
persons  wilfully  concerned  In  bribery 
or  other  corrupt  practices  at  the  elec- 
tion of  any  member  of  the  House,  and 
that  ordering  that  the  Spee<h  from  the 
Throne  be  taken  Into  consideration  pn 
Mofiday   next,    were  passed. 

The  certificates  of  the  Deputy 
Provincial  Secretary  oJT  the  result  of 
the  recent  by-electiorfis  in  Newcastle, 
Vancouver  and  Slipllkameen  were 
read  by  the  Clerk  of  the  House  as 
well  as  a  communication  from  the 
returning  officer  for  Alberni,  who 
explained  that  owing  to  difTl- 
culties  the  returns  for  that  riding. 
In  which  Mr.  Richard  Wallls,  Con- 
servative, was  elected,  were  not 
forthcoming,  but  the  ofnciai  declara- 
tion of  the  result  of  the  poll  would 
be  forwarded  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment.  It  was  because  of  this  de- 
lay that  Mr.  Wallls  could  not  be  In- 
troduced to  the  House  yesterday,  a 
ceremony  which  will  have  to  he  de- 
layed until  next  week,  when  he  will 
take    his    seat. 

Mrs.    Smith    AoAnimed 

Amid  rounds  of  applause  from 
members  on  both  sides  of  the  House 
as  well  as  from  the  public  on  the 
floor  and  In  the  galleries,  Mrs.  Smith 
was  escorted  from  her  seat  by  Pre- 
mier Brewster  and  Mr.  Bowaer  to 
the    Speaker's   chair. 

"I  desire  to  present  Mrs.  Mary 
Ellen  Smith,"  said  the  Promler.  "and 
to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  her 
presence  here  is  a  matter  of  special 
interest  to  this  Assembly,  as  she  is 
the  first  woman  to  be  elected  to  this 
House,  to  be  so  honored  by  her  con- 
stituents. Her  knowledge  of  parlia- 
mentary and  social  affairs  will  un- 
doubtedly ntiake  her  a  moot  valuable 
member  of  this  Assombly.  I  believe 
her  election  has  a  spoelal  slvniflcance 
and  her  appearance  here  today  is 
an  historic  moment  in  the  life  of  this 
Lefflslatnre."

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It  may  be  aald  that  no  solution  of 
•jix-  dallqiMitby  probl«ms  will  be  ac- 
ceptable to  thoae  wboae  burdens  have 
proved  too  heavy  unjaaa  there  la  spe- 
cific and  definite  relief,  both  In  the 
matter  of  arrears  M>d  in  connection 
with  future  payments.  We  linow  of 
no  way  In  which  thte  can  be  brought 
at>oUt  except  by  the  apportionment  of 
the  payment  of  arrears  over  a  definite 
number  of  years  commencing  from 
date  and  by  a  substantial  extenatoh  In 
.  the  time  for  future  payments.  The 
(•uggestion  that  there  should  be  a  tax 
Hale  Qf  properties  In  arrears  for  1914 
as  well  as  for  1918  is  a  suicidal  one. 
No  large  section  of  public  opinion  will 
approve  such  a  course.  Any  such  hap-. 
I>cntng  would  inevitably  mean  an  in- 
crease in  the  general  rate,  and  that 
Ih  to  be  avoided  at  all   hazards. 

It  la  desirable  the  City's  credit 
should  be  restored.  This  can  be  done, 
but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the 
omelioration  which  Is  sought  must  ap- 
ply to  all  who  are  suffering.  An 
honest  effort  must  be  made  to  enable 
thofe  who  have  Invested  their  savings 
in  homes  to  retain  these.  Unless  the 
rflUf  In  adequate  many  will  relinquish 
their  properties,  and  the  city  will  ob- 
tain an  exceedingly  bad  advertisement. 
So  many  proposals  have  been  ad- 
vaooad,  and  there  are  so  many  intrl- 
racles  In  the  explanations  vouchsafed 
for  some  of  these,  that  the  main  prob- 
lem la  often  aldetracked  by  the  desire 
of  certain  iftteresta  to  safeguard  them- 
selves, fndubltably  what  must  be 
taken  intq  aooottBt  in  any  proposal 
which  la  adopted  la  the  aooruing  taxes. 
If  those  in  the  past  have  been  too 
heavy,  in  fact  in  aome  caaea  far  be- 
yonh  tha  valtia  of  the  propertlea  on 
which  they  are  impoaed,  it  stands  to 
reason  that  they  wiy  continue  to 
Vrove  equally  burdensome  at  a  time 
when  real  estate  values  are  at  such  a 
low  ebb.  The  idea  of  shifting  the 
tfurden  from  the  ahouldera  of  those 
irho  suffer  on  to  other  shoulders  Is  not 
1  buslness-IIlM  proposal.  It  is  true 
^hat  In  Specific  cases,  %here  the  bur- 
iMi  la  Iniquitous,  it  ahoiild  be  remitted, 
Uut  in  that  aaaa  aome  arrangement 
•hould  be  made  whereby  U  does  not 
neceasarily  fall  on  the  taxpayers  aa  a 
whole.  It  Is  not  a  good  principle  to 
appeal  to  the  generoaity  of  those  who 
have  been  allowed  no  voice  In  Incur* 
ring  Indebtedness. 

To  our  mind  the  remedy  Is  olbir- 
eut.  We  have  pointed  It  out  many 
times.  Extend  the  life  of  Local  Im- 
provement payments  to  synchronise 
with  the  life  of  the  pavements  con- 
cerned as  Is  provided  for  in  the  sug- 
gested legislation  which  Atderman 
Sargent  haa  prepared.  Any  other 
acheme  will  have  a  tendency  to  make 
confusion  worst  confounded,  especial- 
ly anything  which  proposes  a  shuffle 
In  UxaUon  burdena.  What  is  wanted, 
nbove  everything  ^Ise,  Is  to  instil  a 
aplrit  of  hope  among  the  overburdened 
taxpayers  by  giving  them  the  oppor- 
tunity to  shoulder  their  obligations  In 
a  community  where  they  arc  earning 
thelf  livelihood.  Give  them  hope  of 
retaining  their  homes  and  safeguard- 
ing thair  Investments  by  so  reducing 
the  annual  charge  that  it  will  come 
within  their  means.  On  no  account 
ahould  anything  be  done  which  will 
drive  away  population.  All  admit  that 
civic  administration,  as  far  as  taxa- 
tion has  been  concerned,  has  been  con- 
ducted In  an  extravagant  fashion.  It 
la  no  excuse  to  say  the  property  hold- 
era  themaelves  have  been  responsible 
for  the  indebtedness  they  have  In- 
curred. It  Is  the  City  which  should 
have  aafeguarded  them,  for  it  is  for 
that  purpose  representatives  are  elect- 
ed yearly  to  look  after  municipal 
affairs,  it  Is  to  the  City  they  must 
look  to  find  a  remedy  which  will  re- 
flect credit  upon  the  business  sagac- 
\ty  of  tut  pTMent  Mayor  and  Alder- 
men, and  provide  the  relief  for  arrears 
and  ftttura  paymenta,  aa  well  as  mak- 
ing pravlaion  to  m^t  all  bonded  In- 
dehtednaaa  aa  It  faila  due. 


ernment's  programme.  It  baa  Intereat- 
Ing  features,  especially  the  Indication 
of  some  atepa  to  foater  the  develop- 
ment of  tha  iron  and  steel  Induatry, 
but  until  the  extant  af  the  aid  the 
Oovemment  propoaea  la  known  It  is 
Impossible  to  say  anything  of  value  in 
this  connection. 

There  will  tie  wide  regret  that  there 
is  no  speciAc  undertaking  to  bring 
■about  increased  production  in  the 
Province.  Another  pteoe  of  legisla- 
tion, the  absence  of  which  will  cause 
comment,  is  the  desirability  of  provid- 
ing sufllclently  attractive  Inducementa 
to  Insure  returned  soldiers  going  on 
the  land.  Poaaibly  the  Government 
haa  plans  in  this  respect  which  are 
not  apparent  In  the  summary  as  out- 
lined. We  hope  ao,  aa  there  la  4ilready 
autnclent  crlticlam  beoause  ao  little 
has  been  done.  Perhaps,  what  will 
create  the  widest  Interest  and  discus- 
sion is  the  nature  of  the  revlalon  of 
Provincial  taxation.  The  general  hope 
will  be  that  there  will  be  a  better  dis- 
tribution of  the  burden  and  that  the 
bulk  win  fall  on  those  who  are  best 
able  to  pay.  'Where  a  strict  dividing 
line  should  be  drawn  is  between  the 
P'ederal  and  Provincial  powers  of  taxa- 
tion. It  iif  an  entirely  false  principle 
whereby  both  Governments  should  be 
In  a  poaitlon  to  impose  income  tax. 
The  Incidence  of  this  should  be  %  mat- 
tei  of  arrangement,  as  unduly  heavy 
burdens  are  being  Inflicted  by  the 
present  two-fold  imposition. 

With    regard   to   the   queHtion   of   re- 
turn^   soldiers    we   note   the   Govern- 
ment will   bring   m  an  Act  to  care  for 
those  who  are  menttally  and  physically 
afflicted  aft  a  result  of  the  war.     This 
Is  a  wine  provision,  but  It  aeems  that, 
iiji  to  the   preaent.   there  has  been   too 
UttlP    co-operation    between    the    Fed- 
eral    and     Provincial      administrations 
regarding    what    will      be    among    our 
greatest  problems  of  the  future.     Take 
the  case  of  providing   land   nettlement 
facilities    for    such    aa    are    willing    to 
take   up  agriculture.     Because  a  Fed- 
eral   Commission    has    been    appointed 
to  Inquire  Into  this  subject  the  Prov- 
ince considers  it  is  Justifled  in  holding 
back  until  such  time  es  this  commis- 
sion makea  its  report.     There  may  be 
wisdom  In  this  but  on  the  other  hand 
the  presumption  is  the  Commission  In 
question    will    make    recommendations 
dealing  altogether  with  Federal-owned 
lands.     In  fact  it   will  have  no   power 
to   go    any    further.      What    our    Gov- 
ernment should  do  is  to  devise  a  spe- 
cific  British   Columbia   scheme,  and  If 
It    is    more    favorable   than    that     ar- 
ranged  by   the  Dominion   or  by   other 
Provinces,  then  so  much  the  better  for 
settlement   here.     There   Is   no    reason 
we  know  of  why  there  should  be  uni- 
formity, in  the  character  of  the  aid  it 
is  proposed  to  extend.     If  British  Co- 
lumbia,   where   the  great    bulk   of   the 
land    is    held      by    the      Crown,    can, 
through    this    fact,    bring     about     in- 
creased   settlement    we   consider    it    is 
the    obvTOus      duty    of    the    Provincial 
Oovemment   to    do    everything  in     Its 
power.     That  is  the  way  the  returned 
Soldiers   themselves    view   the   matter. 
At   present    they     are    drawing    up    a 
acheme  of  land  settlement  which  they 
propose  presenting  to  the  Government 
It  will  be  poor, consolation  If  they  are 
told  that  the  Dominion  is  looking  after 
this   when   it   la  considered    that     the 
Federal  Commission  may  decide  upon 
a  plan  which  would  be  unworkable  in 
British  Columbia. 

0  Judging  from  the  length  of  the 
Government's  programme  there  is  no 
reason  why  the  session  should  extend 
beyond  a  couple  of  months'  time.  The 
taxation  revision  will  probably  prove 
the  most  contentious  subject,  as  the 
additional  taxation  of  the  past  session 
has  created  many  heartburnings. 
When  it  Is  revised  we  hope,  among 
other  changes,  that  the  surtax  on 
farming  lands  will  be  abolished  and. 
In  this  way  at  leut.  production  will  be 
encouraged  at  a  time  when  It  Is  one  of 
the  most  vital  needs  of  the  nation.

The  organisation  meeting  of  the 
committee  having  in  hand  the  big 
drive  for  the  Patriotic  Aid  which 
will  be  Instituted  during  the  first 
week  of  March  was  held  at  4  o'clock 
yesterday  afternon.  Preliminary 
plans  were  under  discussion.  It  was 
decided  that  the  headquarters  for 
the  committee  would  be  established 
in  the  store  in  the  Central  Building 
which  waa  occupied  by  the  Victor^ 
Loan  committee  during  November  of 
last  year.  Chairman  Joshua  Klng- 
hani    presided   at   the    meeting. 

Mr.  Kingham  forecaated  the  un- 
d?rtaklng  of  the  committee  in  bring- 
ing the  matter  before  the  meeting 
of  the  Rotary  Club  held  yesterday. 
He  told  his  hearers  that  consider- 
ably more  than  3.000  families  were 
now  receiving  aid  from  the  Victoria 
branch  of  the  Patriotic  Aid.  It  had 
been  estimated  that  during  the  com- 
ing year  a  fund  of  at  least  1.180.000 
would  be  necessary  to  propeily  carry 
on  the  work  of  the  society.  The 
plan  of  the  committee  was  to  raise 
during  the  drive  the  sum  of  »250,000 
to  supplement  the  monthly  pledges 
"Which  were  now  being  fulfllled  and 
reasonably  could  be  expected  to  be 
continued   during  the  ensuing  year. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  Patriotic 
Aid  in  Brltlah  Columbia  was  divided 
into  three  groups:  Vancouver,  Vic- 
toria and  the  rest  of  the  Province 
Vancouver  district  was  administered 
aa  a  unit  In  the  same  way  as  was 
Victoria  district,  while  the  remain- 
der oft  the  Province  was  under  the 
aupervislon  of  an  agent  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Government.  There  was  no 
overlapping  of  the  work  of  these 
separate  units.  In  respect  to  the 
administration  of  the  funds  of  the 
Victoria  branch  he  felt  that  It  de- 
served the  fullest  confidence  of  the 
public.  Particularly,  he  paid  the 
highest  tribute  to  the  services  of  Mr. 
R.  H.  Swinerton,  who  gave  almost 
exclusively  his  time  to  the  work  as 
secretary   of   the   branch.

It  Is  the 
only  method  whereby  human  prog- 
ress ia  attainable,  and  the  more  thla 
principle  of  internationaliaing  la  ex- 
tended in  our  actlvltiea  and  relation - 
ahips,  the  bettar  it  will  be  for  all  in 
an  upward  ntarch  toward  an  en- 
lightened civilixation.  1  concur 
heartily  in  the  formation  of  a  lat>or 
party  In  thla  Province,  and,  for  that 
mattar.  In  the  Dominion-  Labor 
must  organise  on  the  political  Held, 
aa  bankers  and  ether  big  trusta  have 
done,  or  give  place  to  another  and 
leas  welcome  form  of  activity — that 
of  industrial  unionism.  The  apathy 
of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor 
upon  thla  question  has  compelled  the 
United  States  Government  to  take 
the  starneat  measures  in  checking 
the  unprecedented  growth  of  the  I. 
W.   W.   in   that  country. 

Opposition  to  exploitation  Is  be- 
ginning to  voice  itself  and  will  And 
its  outlet  either  in  the  legislature  or 
the  factory,  In  politioal  redress  or 
sabotage.  In  welcoming  the  advent  of 
a  new  labor  party  in  thla  Province,  I 
am  not  Insensible  to  the  fact  it  may 
for  a  time  retard  aociallsm.  Reading 
between  the  lines  of  your  editorial 
upon  the  subject,  you  too,  sir,  wel- 
come the  party,  but  from  a  different 
motive.  As  a  buffer  between  the  old 
and  new  sooial  orders,  the  nfew  party 
would  pro\'e  of  inestimable  value, 
especially  If  the  watch  dogs  (Social- 
ists) can  be  divorced  from  Its  ranks. 
In  event  of  failure,  "Perhaps  after 
a  short  time  a  true  labor  party  will 
come  into  existence  made  up  of  or- 
ganised and  unorganised  labor."  The 
quotation  la  yours,  and  no  doubt 
voices  a  heartfelt  prayer,  but  does 
It  alter  the  facts?  The  new  party  Is 
now  taking  In  organised  and  unor- 
ganized workers.  This  Is  made  pos- 
sible by  having  the  body  formed  out- 
side the  Federation,  the  latter  ap- 
pearing In  an  affiliated  sense  only. 
The  new  party  when  created  fannot 
be  true  to  itself  If  It  Is  to  act  as  a 
cat's  paw  to  the  interests  you  serve. 
In  the  very  nature  of  things  politi- 
cally and  industrially  it  is  bound  to 
be  antagonistic.  Its  vitality  will  de- 
pend upon  Its  aggressiveness  and 
fidelity  to  the  workers'  Interest  and 
communal  welfare  In  which  the 
worker  is  directly  interested.  Rig 
business  In  Its  consolidations  has 
closed  the  door  of  opportunity  upon 
.labor,  who  now  recognizes  that  at 
best  a  living  and  a  bare  living  only 
is  all  they  cjin  hope  for  from  the 
present  social  order.  In  the  practi- 
cal affairs  of  life,  labor  has  been  call- 
ed upon  tr  take  an  Increasing  share 
of  the  world's  burdens.  It  has  seen 
socialism  applied  In  the  operation  of 
a  world  war  and  will  demand,  when 
peac«  is  at  last  restored,  the  appli- 
cation of  the  same  principle  to  the 
arts   of   peace. 

With  the  personnel  of  the  new  la- 
bor party  wo  need  concern  ourselves 
but  little;  the  movement  will  eventu- 
ally find  Itself.  It  presents,  however, 
an  Interesting  phase  In  our  industrial 
development,  an  instrument  for  re- 
cording opposition  to  trust  develop- 
ment and  domination. 

Any  bouquet,  Mr.  Editor,  you 
would  throw  Mr.  Hawthornthwalte 
or  the  new  party  could  not  serve  any 
other  purpose  than  nn  increased 
watchfulness  on  part  of  the  Soclal- 
Lsts.  In  and  outside  the  new  organi- 
sation.

An  Amendment  Needed 

In  this  Province  every  child  must 
remain  at  school  till  he  or  she  haa 
reached  the  age  of  fourteen.  After 
that  there  la  no  compulalon  either  to 
go  to  school  or  go  to  work.  A  child 
may  become  a  vagrant  and  spend  his 
time  in  Idleness.  The  truant  officer 
has  no  power  over  him,  even  if  he 
knows  ho  is  not  only  being  ruined 
himself  but  that  his  example  is  in- 
jurious to  others.  If  idleness  were 
made  an  offence  against  the  law  the 
children  would  be  saved  from  temp- 
tation to  theft  and  other  wrongdo- 
ing. 

At  present  there  la  very  little  ex- 
cuse In  this  city  for  any  young  per- 
son being  out  of  employment.  Work 
ia  plentiful  and  labor  Is  scarce.  If. 
however,  for  any  reason  work  can- 
not be  found,  the  child  should  be 
sent  to  school.  Teachers  should  use 
all  their  Influence  to  l(eep  boys  and 
girls  in  their  classes  till  they  know 
they  are  going  to  work.  Employers 
could  help  If  they  asked  for  a  recom- 
mendation from  the  principal  of  the 
school  In  case  of  young  appllcanta 
for   work   of  any   kind.

No  one  will  suffer 
because  It  hss  not  been  eaten.  It 
must  never  be  forgotten  that  even 
should  peace  come,  the  soldiers  will 
continue  to  need  food.

Potatoes,  corn,  vege- 
tables, eggs  and  even  cheese  spoil 
soon.  Cured  meat,  though  more 
perishable  than  wheat  can  be  kept 
a  long  time.  Let  us  all  do  our  best 
to  save  the  food  that  will  last,  and 
make  the  beat  of  such  other  material 
aa  Providence  haa  put  Into  our 
hands.

Annual  Reports  of  Heads  of 
Provincial  Institutions  Pre- 
sented to  Legislature  Show 
Record  of  Helpfulness. 


Of  the  318  boys  who  have  passed 
through  the  Boys  Industrial  School  at 
Point  Orey,  no  fewer  than  112  have 
Joined  the  colors,  says  Superintendent 
D.  Donaldson  In  the  thirteenth  annual 
report  presented  to  the  Legislature 
yesterday  afternoon  by  Attorney-Gen- 
eral Farrls.  Six  of  these  boys  have 
made  the  final  sacriflce  In  France  and 
a  large  number  of  them  have  been 
wounded,  some  very  seriously.  At 
least  fourteen  out  of  every  fifteen  of 
the  boys  who  have  passed  through  the 
school  are  "making  good,"  reports  thp 
superintendent. 

Up  to  the  present  411  have  entered 
the  Institution  and  93  are  at  present 
In  the  Bchool,  all  of  them  being  under 
military  age.  Of  those  who  have  left 
the  school  92  are  still  under  age  for 
service.  Ten  have  died  since  leaving 
and  49  were  foreigners  and  not  elig- 
ible. This  leaves  186  who  were  elig- 
ible, and  of  that  number  112,  as  well 
as  two  of  the  officials,  have  enlisted, 
being  70  per  cent  of  those  of  military 
age. 


ed  during  '1917,  making  a  total  of  70 
girls  admitted  since  the  Institution 
was  given  Its  Initial  opening  In  April, 
1914.  Thirty-nine  girls  are  still  at  the 
home,  striving  to  fit  themselves  for 
future  usefulness.  During  the  year 
ten  were  released  on  parole  and  the 
ages  of  those  admitted  ranged  between 
13  and  17  years.  Three  of  them  were 
born  In  England,  two  In  Scotland,  two 
In  the  United  States  and  eighteen  in 
Canada.  Twenty  of  them  were  admit- 
ted under  charges  of  incorrigibility, 
two  fur  theft,  two  for  vagrancy  and 
one  for  arson.  Two  unsuccessful  at- 
tempts at  escape  are  detailed  In  the  re- 
port. 

A  portion  of  the  report  deals  with 
the  productive  Institution  garden 
which  supplies  edibles  for  the  staff  and 
inmates.  Chlcken-ralslng  has  been  In- 
troduced also.  Studies  continued  along 
general  lines,  additions  have  been 
made  to  the  library,  and  In  patriotic 
work  the  girls  are  making  many  use- 
ful articles  for  soldiers.  Details  of 
social  activities  are  also  pupplled.

Mrs.  Girling  Has  Letter  From 
Lieut.  Dixon  With  Reference 
to  Her  Son's  Death  in  Fight- 
ing Line. 


During  the  past  year  58  boys  were 
admitted,  being  the  largest  number  re- 
ceived In  any  one  year.  Forty-two 
were  liberated.  Of  these  93  now  In  the 
school,  the  crimes  committed  were 
classified  as  follows:  Theft,  43;  incor- 
rigible, 33;  breaking  and  stealing,  7; 
vagrancy,  1;  burglary,  1;  setting  fire 
to  buildings,  1;  breaking  parole.  1. 
Three  boys  are  serving  sentences  of 
five  years,  three  of  four  years,  four  of 
three  years,  twenty-two  of  two  years, 
forty  of  periods  less  than  two  years 
and  twenty -one  indeterminate  sen- 
tences until  released  by  the  Juvenile 
Court.  British  Columbia  native-born 
head  the  list  In  point  of  numbers 
with  35.  England  comes  next  with  16, 
Scotland  8,  United  States  10,  and  the 
balance  are  about  equally  divided 
among  the  other  Provinces  of  the  Do- 
minion. 

Inmates  Escmpc 
Eight  of  the  Inmates  escaped     dur- 
ing the  year  1917,  five  being  speedily 
captured,  the  remainder  being  retum< 
ed  later. 

Truancy  while  at  school,  tha  strong 
craving  for  tobacco  (with  few  excep- 
tions the  boys  are  conflmed  cigarette 
smokers),  and  the  aarly  habit  of  fre- 
quenting the  city  streets  at  all  hours, 
are  the  primary  reasons  given  by 
Superintendent  Donaldson  in  answer- 
ing the  question,  "Why  do  boys  run 
away?" 

The  superintendent  touches  upon  the 
religious  and  moral  training  of  the 
boys  which  is  a  feature  of  the  work 
of  the  school.  He  makes  an  ap- 
peal (or  more  suitable  reading  matter 
for  the  boys  and  suggests  that  the 
Government  provide  a  well-equipped 
reading  library.  More  up-to-date 
buildings,  too,  are  needed.  He  advo- 
cates better  provision,  so  that  the  boys 
may  be  classified  according  to  age  and 
In  number  from  20  to  26,  In  a  cottage 
under  the  guardianship  of  competent 
offlclalfl,  a  man  and  his  wife,  who 
would  take  an  Interest  In  both  the 
physical  and  moral  welfare  of  the  boys 
committed  to  their  care. 

Closely  connected  with  the  Juvenile 
work  is  the  older  boy's  and  young 
man's  problem.  Youths  over  sixteen 
years  who  are  too  old  to  he  committed 
to  thp  Industrial  school  must  be  con- 
fined in  a  Jnll  or  penitentiary,  there  to 
mix  with  criminals.  Thla  la  a  lament- 
able condition  of  affairs,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  superintendetit.  who  b<»- 
lleves  it  would  be  creditable  If  British 
Columbia  was  the  first  Province  to 
open  a  proper  Institution  to  sa^'e  these 
young  fellows  from  a  life  of  crime. 
He  suggests  that  It  would  be  feasible, 
temporarily,  to  utilise  one  of  the  vac- 
ant Jail  buildings  of  the  Province  as 
a  young  roan's  institute  In  order  that 
those  who  had  made  a  false  step  might 
be  given  a  chance  to  recover.

The  fourth  annual  report  of  the 
superintendent  of.  the  Provincial  In- 
dustrial Home  for  Girls  sets  forth  that 
during  111*  a  greater  number  of  girls 
were  released  firom  the  inatitntlon 
than  were  admitted,  but.  the  report 
for  1917'  shows  the  number  admitted 
was  mere  than  dryuble  the  number  re- 
leased.

Pte.  O.  Olrllng,  whose  death  was  re- 
ported In  The  Colonist  of  January  29, 
was  the  son  of  George  G.  Olrllng,  Ralph 
Street.  Saanlch,  road  superintendent  of 
that  municipality.  Pte.  Girling  was  26 
years  of  age  and  came  to  the  coast  with 
his  i>arents  five  years  ago  when  they 
removed  here  from  England.  Four 
brothers  have  been  on  active  service 
in  the  present  war.  two  havlntr  been 
wounded.  One  brother  lives  In  tiie 
city. 

The  following  letter  has  been  re- 
ceived by  Mrs.  Olrllng,  the  mother  of 
the  deceased  soldier,  from  Lieut.  C. 
Dixon,  an  officer  of  the  123rd  Battalion, 
B.    E.   F.,   France: 

"It  Is  with  the  profoundest  regret 
that  I  have  to  Inform  you  of  the  death 
of  your  eon,  Pte.  G.  Girling  On  l>ehalf 
of  his  comrades  In  No.  4  Platoon.  I 
wish  to  convey  our  very  deepest  sym- 
pathy to  yourself  and  Mr.  Girling  and 
family.  He  has  only  been  under  me 
since  he  left-<he  Machine  Gun  Company 
In  September,  but  as  Is  always  the  case 
with  a  man  of  his  type,  It  did  not  Uke 
long  to  find  his  true  worth.  He  was 
courageous,  reliable,  upright,  and  one 
of  whom  you  can  be  Justly  proud.  Al- 
though a  comparative  stranger  to  most 
of  us  when  he  came  four  months  ago, 
he  has  In  this  short  time  endeared 
himself  to  us  by  his  character  and  dis- 
position and  his  passing  has  left  a  gap 
In  our  ranks  that  will  not  bs  filled  very 
easily.  It  may  be  a  little  consolation 
to  you  to  know  that  he  was  killed  in- 
stantly and  did  not  suffer  at  alt  He 
has  fought  the  good  fight  and  gone  to  a 
rest,  having  earned  for  himself  a  place 
on  the  Immortal  roll  of  honor.  Greater 
love  hath  no  man  than  this:  that  he 
lay  down  his  life  for  his  frten.^8."

The  morning  aession  of  tlie  Synod 
yesterday  waa  chiefly  occupied  with 
the  discussion  of  the  Bishop's  charge, 
which  waa  taken  up  clause  by  clause 
and  debated  pro  and  con.  The  ques- 
tion of  clergy  stipends  was  referred  lu 
the  executive  committee,  and  there 
was  a  very  evident  general  desire  to 
increase  these  Just  as  soon  as  possible. 

It  waa  decided  to  make  an  effort  to 
increaae  the  contributipns  toward  the 
Bishop  Bcrlven  memorial  fund  this 
year,  and  general  waya  and  means  of 
doing  this  were  discussed. 

Sunday  School  work  took  up  a  good 
deal  of  the  morning  aeaslon's  atten- 
tion.' and  the  Synod  was  evidently  im- 
pressed with  the  importance  of  the 
matter. 

There  was  a  very  sympathetic  dis- 
cussion of  the  problems  connected 
with  returned  soldiers  and  the  church 
Just  before  the  adjournment  for  the 
noon  recess,  and  the  meeting  also 
passed  a  resolution  relaitive  to  the 
welcoming  of  church  visitors  from  the 
Prairies,  as  suggested  In  the  Bishop's 
charge. 

Afternoon    Session 

The  proposed  canon  on  beneficiary 
funds  was  considered  and  adopted  In 
principle,  but  no  final  action  taken. 
There  was  a  report  of  the  committee 
on  Memorial  to  Deceased  Members  of 
the  Synod,  and  memorial  resolutions 
were  passed  In  regard  to  the  death 
of  Canon  Beanlanda.  Canon  Cooper 
and  Mr.  J.  W.  Church. 

The  Synod  took  up  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Revised  Prayer  Book  and 
are  memoriallatng  the  Oeneral  Synod 
to  postpone  the  confirmation  of  the 
Canon  authorizing  the  permanent  use 
of  the  revised  book.  The  House  of 
Bishops  are  to  bo  requested  to  allow 
the  use  of  the  book  during  another 
three  years  prior  to  final  action  be- 
ing taken.  Certain  other  changes 
.were  recommended,  one  of  the  chief 
of  which  was  that  the  Athanasian 
Creed  should  be  printed  In  the  book 
m  Its  present  place  but  without  any 
Rubric  or  Liturgical  direction.

SAANICH  EXPECTS  TO 
SUPPORT  NEXT  LOAN 


Help 


ing  to  Win  the  War  Takes 
Precedence  of  Interest  Rate 
— School  Board  Is  Voted 
$39,120. 


Saanlch  Is  preparing  for  the  next 
war  loan,  the  matter  being  brought 
up  at  yesterday's  Council  meeting, 
when  a  letter  from  the  municipal- 
ity's brokers  was  read.  This  letter 
stated  that  there  was  a  possibility  of 
getting  a  block  of  the  Saanlch  1914 
road  by-law  debentures  at  a  price 
which  would  net  6  per  cent  and 
would  make  a  fine  Investment  for  the 
sinking  fund,  but  Councillor  Tanner 
thought  It  would  be  more  patriotic 
If  Saanlch  should  make  every  effort 
to  Invest  heavily  In  the  next  Domin- 
ion war  loan.  "Perhaps  we  shall 
lose  a  small  percentage  In  Interent, 
but  everybody  will  have  to  help,  and 
I  think  we  should  not  tie  our  hands 
In  this  manner,"  he  said. 

Reeve  Borden  agreed,  saying,  "Yes 
all  the  country  has  got  to  stand  be- 
hind the  Government,  and  there  Is 
no  doubt  that  It  Is  going  to  need  all 
the    money    It   can   get." 

After  It  was  pointed  out  that  in 
all  probability  the  sellers  of  munici- 
pal bonds  were  going  to  reinvest  In 
war  loans.  It  was  decided  to  leave 
the  matter  over  for  further  consider- 
ation. 

The  big  road  wagon  which  has 
been  more  or  less  of  a  white  ele- 
phant to  Saanlch  will  be  disposed  of, 
an  offer  having  been  received  from 
Duval  Brothers  to  take  It  In  pay- 
ment for  $500  worth  of  lumber 
which  the  municipality  requires.  The 
matter  will  be  finally  settled  by  the 
works  committee,  to  which  the  offer 
has    been    referred. 

Another  matter  which  was  refer- 
red to  the  works  committee  was  the 
request  of  the  North  and  South 
Saanlch  Agricultural  Society  for  an 
Increase  in  the  grant  which  they  re- 
ceive in  aid  of  the  annual  exhibi- 
tion at  Saanlchton.  This  being  the 
fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  associa- 
tion. It  is  intended  to  make  the  1918 
show  the  best  yet,  one  of  the  special 
pleas  urged  for  an  increase  In  the 
amount  of  the  grant  being  the  Insti- 
tution of  a  ward  competition  in  gar- 
den truck.  Another  Is  the  Intention 
to  reduce  the  entry  fee  to  the  gen- 
eral public  from  the  customary  fifty 
to  twenty-five  cents.  The  grant  In 
previous  years  has  been  1100,  this 
year   1150   Is  asked. 

A  ,  long  discussion  of  the  rates 
charged  on  Gorge  Road  properties 
for  waterf rentage  In  1916  was  start- 
ed by  a  letter  from  a  Mr.  Thomson, 
in  which  he  pointed  out  that  he  was 
charged  f49.50  In  191(>  and  only  $16 
in  1917.  He  expressed  himself  as 
satisfied  with  the  present  figures,  but 
wanted  an  allowance  on  what  he  felt 
to  be  an  unJVist  charge  In  1916.  It 
was  finally  decided  that  the  assess, 
ment  would  have  to  stand,  as  the 
Council  had  no  rights  In  law  to 
change  the  charge,  although  all  ex- 
pressed sympathy  with  the  complain- 
ant. 

School  Board  Eatlinates 

The  Council  refused  to  accept  the 
tentative  extraordinary  estimate  of 
the  School  Board,  on  account  of  lack 
of  information.  The  particular  in- 
formation required  was  in  regard  to 
the  proposed  new  school  at  Clover- 
dale,  and  this  could  not  be  supplied 
by  reason  of  the  delay  on  the  part 
of  the  Provincial  Government  in  an- 
nouncing exactly  how  much  it  was 
prepared  to  contribute  to  the  cost 
of  the  building.  When  the  details  are 
all  In  order  the  Council  will  be  pre- 
pared to  consider  supplement- 
ary estimates,  and  the  School  Board 
will  be  so  notified.  The  general  es- 
timates were  passed  after  a  formal 
scrutiny,  the  amount  which  the 
Council  is  asked  to  provide  being 
$39,120,  the  contribution  of  the  Pro- 
vince to  the  maintenance  of  tthe 
school    system    being    $2$, 749. 

Much  amusement  was  caused  by  a 
letter  from  the  aecretary  of  the 
Board  of  Railway  Commissioners, 
which  stated  that  Mr.  Van  Sant.  of 
the  V.  A  S.  Railway,  claimed  to  have 
no  funds  with  which  to  make  the 
Brookley  Road  crossing  safe  and 
that  he  had  tried  to  borrow  it  from 
the  municipality  without  ancceea.

Important  legislation  to  be  brought 
down  at  the  present  aession  of  the 
Provincial  L,efrlslature  which  was  for- 
mally  opened  yesterday  was  fore- 
shadowed in  the  Hpeech  from  the 
Throne,  which.  while  considerably 
shorter  than  that  presented  at  last 
year's  session,  was  businesslike  In  the 
extreme,  all  extraneous  matters  being 
eliminated. 

The  debate  on  the  Address  In  reply 
will  commence  on  Monday,  to  which 
day    the    House    has    adjourned. 

While  ()o  announcement  was  ofHclally 
forthcoming  yesterday  aa  to  who  would 
move  and  who  second  the  motion  to 
adopt  the  Address  in  reply.  It  was  in- 
dicated that  to  Mr.  Alexander  Fisher. 
Fernle,  will  fall  the  former  duty, 
while  Mr.  E.  D.  Barrow,  ChlUiwack,  will 
second    It. 

The  full  text  of  the  Speech  from  the 
Throne    follows: 

"Mr.      Speaker      and      Members      of      the 
LegLslative   A88«-mbly: 
"I    welcome    you    to    this    the    second 
sesiiion    of    the     fourteenth     Parliament 
of    British   Columbia. 

"Since  the  last  session  of  this  house. 
His  Excellency  the  Duke  of  Devonshire. 
Governor-General  of  Canadii.  has  paid 
this  Province  his  first  official  visit.  The 
reception  accorded  him  by  the  people 
of  this  Province  was  warm  and  ronllal. 
The  deep  Interest  evinced  by  Hia  Ex- 
cellency in  all  matters  pertaining  to 
the  welfare  of  the  Province  was  most 
ffratlfylnfr.  and  undoubtedly  will  re- 
dound to  the  benefit  of  our  people. 
War  Alaui 
•'During  the  last  year  the  world  war 
was  siKn^U^'ed  by  the  advent  of  our 
great  sister  Anglo-baxon  nation  into 
the  conflict  as  an  Ally.  The  aims  of 
the  Allies  have  been  enunciated  clear- 
ly in  the  recent  speeches  of  the  Kight 
Honorable  the  Premier  of  Great  Britain 
and  the  President  of  the  United  States. 
With  these  aims  this  Province  is  in 
hearty   accord. 

"While  we  aympathize  deeply  with 
those  of  our  people  who  have  suffered 
bereavement  by  the  desolation  of  the 
war,  the  continued  heroism  of  ail 
branches  of  the  Military  and  Naval 
Services  of  Canada  evokes  our  warm- 
est  admiration   and   pride. 

"For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
the  Province  a  woman  has  been  re- 
turned as  a  Member  of  the  Assembly. 
Her  election  is  a  fitting  tribute  and  re- 
cognifion  of  the  right  of  women  to  take 
part   in   the  affairs   of  their  country. 

"My  Government,  representefl  by  tlie 
Provincial  Secretary,  took  part  In  con- 
ferences recently  held  at  Ottawa,  con- 
vened by  Dominion  authorities  to  de- 
vise ■\va>s  and,  means  for  taking  care 
'  of  returned  soldiers  who  nre  mentnlly 
or  physically  afflicted.  A  measiire  for 
this  purpose  will  be  laid  l)efore  you. 
My  Government  is  anxious  to  co-oper- 
nte  with  the  Federal  authorities  in  all 
matters  relating  to  the  welfare  of  re- 
turned   soldiers. 

"Owing  to  the  existing  conditions  un- 
der which  the  precious  and  base  metiils 
In  the  Esquimau  and  Nanalmo  Itailway 
Bolt  are  held  Jointly  by  the  rnliwny 
company  and  the  I'rovlnce,  you  will  be 
asked  to  consider  the  situation,  to  the 
end  that  the  area  involved  may  be 
given  more  attention  by  prospectors 
and  Investors.  The  disabilities  against 
the  acquisition  of  mineral  claims  under 
the  mining  laws  of  the  Province  now 
existing  In  Strathcona  Park  will  be  re- 
moved, subject  to  restrictions  as  to  the 
acquisition  of  surface  and  timber  rights. 
"My  Government  Is  securing  the  ser- 
vices of  an  expert  to  advise  on  the 
electro-thermic  treatment  of  iron  ores, 
and  measures  for  the  encouragement  of 
Iron  and  steel  Industries  will  lie  pre- 
sented for  your  consideration. 
Za  Aid  of  amptre 
"You  will  be  asked  at  the  earliest  op- 
portunity to  pass  upon  a  measure  deal- 
ing with  the  production  of  spruce  for 
aeroplane  construction,  a  matter  in 
which  Great  Britain  and  her  Allies  de- 
pend mainly  upon  the  resources  of  the 
Pacific   {'oast. 

"The  physical  and  financial  circum- 
stances connected  with  a  number  of 
irrigation  projects  in  the  Province  com- 
pels consideration  of  ways  and  means 
to  meet  an  acute  situation.  Conse- 
quently, you  will  be  asked  to  approve 
action  looking  both  toward  the  conser- 
vation of  existing  productive  areas  and 
the  develoiiment  of  new  areas. 

"The  attention  of  my  Government  has 
been  directed  to  the  necessity  of  pro- 
viding for  the  care  of  neglected  and 
destitute   children    within    the    Province,

A  track  has  alHo  t>««n  Isid  to 
the  coal  docks  so  as  to  enable  taking 
aboard  lumber  while  the  vessel  In  bunk- 
ering, thus  making  a  ionsiderai)le  sav- 
ing in   the  time   vesMeis  remain   In  port. 

The  sawmill  which  the  Western  Fuel 
Company  has  operated  for  nome  time  at 
^larewood  is  being  dismantled  and  will 
be  rebuilt  on  the  waterfront  near  No.  1 
shaft.  The  plant  will  be  enlarged  and 
when  In  operation  will  not  only  supply 
th«  needs  of  the  company  but  will  have 
a  surplus  cut  available  for  shipment.

CORRECTING  DEFECTS'^ 

The  first  bill  to  be  brought  down  at 
the  present  sessions  of  the  Legislature 
was  Introduced  yesterday  by  Attorney- 
General  Farrls.  It  Is  styled  "An  Act 
Respecting  Municipal  lilectlons  Held  In 
January,  1»18."  Its  purpose  being  to 
cover  the  failure  of  certain  candidates 
at  recent  municipal  elections  through- 
oH  the  Vrovlnos.  to  eompir  with  sec- 
tion 70  of  the  Municipal  Act,  as 
amended  last  year,  requiring  each  can- 
didate  to  lodge  with  the  returning  of- 
ficer a  declaration  of  tils  "^uallflcation 
to  run  for  offlce.  *, 

This  requirement  was  geii^rally  ig. 
nored.  apparently  through  Ignorance  of 
the  amendment  made  to  the  Act  last 
year.  The  present  bill  is  designed  to 
reetlfy  the  mistake  by  legalizing  ^all 
municipal  eleotioos  where  such  defect 
existed  by  providing  that  In  cases 
where  the  candidate  failed  to  file  his 
declaration  ef  quallflcatton  he  must  do 
BO  within  thirty  days  of  the  passing 
of  the  bill  now  before  the  Houss  hy 
niing  the  required  declaration  with  the 
municipal  clerk. 

Another  section  deals  with  a  defect 
In  the  amendment  made  last  year  to 
the  Municipal  Act,  whereby  provision 
was  made  for  the  election  of  police 
commissioners.  Then  It  was  provided 
th#t  the  commissioner  securing  the 
highest  number  of  votes  of  the  two 
Sleeted  should  sit  for  two  years,  the 
other  for  one  year.  But  the  possibility 
of  an  election  by  acclamation  was  quite 
overtsoked  by  the  legislators.  In  Oak 
Bay  at  the  recent  municipal  aleetion 
the  two  commissioners  in  the  (laid 
would  have  been  elected  by  acclamation 
had  It  not  been  necessary  to  held  an 
election  to  see  which  should  have  the 
two-year  term.  In  other  munlelpslltiss 
candldatea  were  elected  by  acclamation 
and  then  It  developed  there  was  noth- 
ing to  show  which  should  have  the 
longer  term. 

The  hill  Introduced  In  the  Legislatar* 
yesterday  provides  that  in  such  eases  ef 
election  by  acclamation  the  two  eem- 
mtsslonera  may,  by  agreement  In  wrlt- 
fbg,  determine  which  shall  hold  tha 
two-year  term,  and  In  default  of  such 
agreement  being  made  and  flled  with 
the  municipal  clerk  within  thirty  day* 
•f  the  paasing  of  the  -Ast.  tbe  mvnf. 
elpal  eonnetl  may  within  en«  month  af* 
ter  the  expiration  ef  such  period  »f 
thirty  dsys  determine  the  question  by 
resolution.

MAY  BE  BUILT  HERE 


Foundation  Company  Likely  to 
Get  Contracts  for  Construc- 
tion of  Northwest's  Largest 
Vessels  of  That  Type. 


Construction  of  two  big  tugboats  for 
North  Coast  service  and  aaveriU  acowa, 
all  for  tba  Wlialen  pulp  Interests,  la 
likely  to  be  the  next  shipbuilding  order 
awarded  to  tba  Foundation  Company's 
yard  at  Point  Hope  in  the  inner  hartior. 

The  tugboats  will  have  a  length  of 
111  feat,  a  breadth  of  about  S<  feet  and 
a  depth  of  1<  feat,  ao  that  thay  will  be 
practically  tha  largest  vessels  of  their 
kind  in  these  waters,  and  by  a  wide 
margin  the  bifgast  and  moat  powerful 
tugboats  aver  built  In  tba  Northwest. 
Thay  will  be  alightly  longer  than  the 
Pilot,  which  met  her  fate  juat  a  Utile 
over  a  year  ago  off  the  Mexican  Coast, 
and  In  slse  will  rank  second  only  to  the 
Lome,  built  In  San  rranolsoo  for  R. 
Uunsmulr  4t  Sons. 

Tha  framework  of  the  vessels  will  be 
wood.  While  conatruction  details  have 
not  yat  been  announced,  and  negotia- 
tions for  the  contract  have  not  actually 
been  completed,  there  Ik  a  likelihood 
that  the  existlnjr  ways  of  the  I'ounrta- 
tlon  Company  may  be  occupied  by  the 
tuir1>oat  hulls  when  the  Imperial  Munl- 
tlonu  Board  ships  have  been  launched. 
The  orders  may  rcHult  In  a  Kcneral  ex- 
pansion of  the  yard's  facilities,  and  new 
ways  m.iy  have  to  ba  built. 
For  Bomb-Towlng 

The  Whalen  Pulp  Mllla,  which  are 
estalill.ihcti  at  Hwanson  Bay  and  .Mill 
Oeek,  are  rapidly  Increasing  their  out- 
put and  booiiiM  of  lojfH  now  have  to  be 
towed  Koinr  distance  from  the  original 
timber  standH  to  the  plantH.  Tha  need 
for  better-equipped  towboats  than  are 
how  operated  has  long-  been  present, 
and  Mr.  R,  O.  HWeeay,  repreaentlnR  the 
owners  of  the  company,  has  been  on 
the  coast  several  daya  on  a  general  in- 
spection tour.
